5. No allegation that an application form or a letter in 
respect of such a form, has been lost or delayed in the 
post will be considered, unless the person making such an 
allegation produces a post office registration receipt 
Candidates who send their applications or requests for 
forms at a late date will do so at their own risk. 

6. All communications in respect of an application should 
be addressed to the Secretary, Union Public Service Com- 
mission, Dholpur House. D.H.Q.P.O., New Delhi-11, and 
should contain the following particulars; — 

ti) Name of examination. 

(ii) Month and vear of examination. 

(iii) Roll Number. 

(iv) Name of the candidate. 

(y) Address as given in the application. 
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Communications not giving these particulars may not 
be attended to. In all correspondence with the Union 
Public Service Commission concerning this examination, 
candidates should invariably superscribe their envelopes 
and correspondence with the words “Clerks Grade Exami- 
nation, 1961,” 

7. A candidate must be either — 

(a) a citizen of India; or 

(b> a subject of Sikkim; or 

(c) a subject of a former French possession in India; 
or 

(d) a person of Indian Origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan with the intention of permanently settl- 
ing in India. 

Provided that, subject to the issue of a certificate 
of eligibility in his favour, a subject of Nepal or 
of a Portuguese possession in India may also be 
appointed to any Central Service or post other 
than the Indian Foreign Service (B) : 

Provided further that a candidate belonging to 
category (c) or (d) above must be a person in 
whose favour a certificate of eligibility has been 
given by the Government of India and that if he 
belongs to category (d) the certificate «f eligibili- 
ty will be valid only for a period one year from 
the date of his appointment beyond which he can 
be retained in service only if he has become a 
citizen of India. Certificate of eligibility will not, 
however, be necessary in the case of candidates 
belonging to any one of the following catego- 
ries : — 

(i) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 
before the 19th July 1943 and have ordinarily 
been residing in India since then. 

(ii) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 
after the 18th July 1948 and have got themselves 
registered as citizens of India under Article 6 of 
the Constitution. 

(iii) Non-citizens in categories (cl and (d) above who 
entered service under the Government of India 
before the commencement of the Constitution 
viz. 26th January 1950 and who have continued in 
such service since then. Any such person who re- 
entered or may re-enter such service with break 
after the 26th January 1950, will, however, 
require certificate of eligibility in the usual way. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary be admitted to the examination and may also 
be provisionally appointed subject to the necessary certi- 
ficate being granted in his favour by the Government. 

8. No candidate who does not belong to- a Scheduled Caste 
or Scheduled Tribe or is not a resident of a former 
French possession in India, or of Andaman & Nicobar 
Islands shall be eligible, within the prescribed age limits, 
to compete more than twice at the examination, but this 
will not have retrospective effect, or in other words, 
this restriction will apply only with effect from the 
examination to be held in 1961 and thereafter. 

Note— For the. purpose of this rule, a candidate shall 
be deemed ’to have availed himself of a chance for all the 
Services /posts covered bv the examination, if he appears 
for any one or more of the services. 

9. (a) A candidate for this examination must have at- 
tained the age of 17 years and must not have attained 
the age of 22 years on 1st January 1961. 

Note— The relaxed age-limits 17—22 years will apply 
for this examination, and thereafter the age limits will 
be 18 — 21 years. 

(b) The upper age limit prescribed above is relaxable: — 

(i) Up to a maximum of 3 years if a candidate is a 
bona fide displaced person from Pakistan. 

iii) Up to a maximum of 5 years if a candidate be-, 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or Scheduled Tribes, 

(iii) Up to a maximum of 8 years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or Scheduled Tribe and 
is also a bona fide displaced person from Pakistan. 

(iv> Up to a maximum of 5 years if a candidate is a 
resident of a former French possession which has 
now become part of India and has been receiving 
education through the medium of French. 

(v) Up to a maximum of 4 years if a candidate belongs 
to the Andaman and Nicobar Islands. 


(c> There will be no upper age limit for persons who 
were employed as clerks or in any other post on pay ex- 
ceeding Ks. 60.00 per month (old scale of pay) on 1st 
January 1960, and had rendered continuous service for at 
least one year in or under the Ministry of Rehabilitation 
by that date. 

Note — The relaxation in the upper age limit as above 
will apply for this examination only. 

Save as provided above 'the age limits prescribed can 
in no case be relaxed. 

10 . (a) No male candidate who has more than one wife 
living or who having a spouse living, marries in any case 
in which such marriage is void by reason of its taking 
place during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to any of the Services, appointments to 
which are made on the results of this competitive exami- 
nation, unless the Government of India, after being 
satisfied, that there are special grounds for doing so, 
exempt any male candidate from the operation of this 
rule. 

(b) No female candidate whose marriage is void by 
reason of the husband having a wife living at the time of 
such marriage or who has married a person who has a 
wife living at the time of such marriage shall be eligible 
for appointment to any of the Services, appointments to 
which are made on the results of this competitive exami- 
nation, unless the Government of India, after being 
satisfied that there are special grounds for doing so, 
exempt any female candidate from the operation of this 
rule. 

11. Candidates must have passed one of the following

(d) European High School Examination held by the 
State Governments; 

(e) Tenth Class Certificate from the Technical Higher 
Secondary School of the Delhi Polytechnic; 

(f) Tenth Class Certificate from a recognised Higher 
Secondary School; 

(g) Junior examination of the Jamia Millia Islamia, 
Delhi in the case of bona fide resident students of 
the Jamia only; 

(h) Bengal (Science) School Certificate; 

(j) Final School Standard Examination of the National 
Council of Education, Jadavpur, West Bengal 
(Since inception); 

(k) Vidyadhikari diploma of Gurukul Vishwa- 
vidyalaya, Kangri, Hardwar; 

(l) Adhikari Diploma of Gurukul Vishwa-vidyalaya, 
Brindaban; 

(m) the following French Examination of Pondicherry; 

(i) ‘Brevet Elementaire’ (ii) ‘Brevet d’ Enseigne- 
ment Primaire de Langue Indienne’ (iii) ‘Brevet D’ 
etudes du Premier Cycle’ (iv) ‘Brevet D’ Enseign"- 
ment Primaire Superieur de Langue Indienne’ and 
(v) ‘Brevet de Langue Indienne (Vernacular)’; 

(n) Indian Army Special Certificate of Education; 

(o) Higher Educational Test of the Indian Navy; 

(p) Advanced class (Indian Navy) Examination; 

(q) T.S. “Dufferln” Final Passing out Certificate; 

(r) Ceylon Senior School Certificate Examination; 

(s) Certificate granted by the East Bengal Secondary 
Education Board, Dacca; 

(t) School Leaving Certificate Examination of the Gov- 
ernment of Nepal; 

(u) Anglo-Vernacular School Leaving Certificate 
(Burma); 

(v) Burma High School Final Examination Certificate; 

(w) Anglo-Vernacular High School Examination of the 
Education Department, Burma (Pre-War); 

(x) Post War School Leaving Certificate of Burma; 

(y) any other examination which may be recognised 
by the Union Public Service Commission as 
equivalent to the above- 
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12. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily 
health and free from any physical defect likely to inter- 
fere with the efficient discharge of his duties as an officer 
of the Service. A candidate, who after such medical exami- 
nation, as may be prescribed by the competent authority, 
is found not to satisfy these requirements, will not be 
appointed, Only such candidates as are likely to be con- 
sidered for appointment will be medically examined. 

13. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility 
or otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examina- 
tion shall be final. 

14. No candidate will be admitted to the examination un- 
less he holds a certificate of admission from the Commis- 
sion. 

15. A candidate found guilty of impersonation, or of 
submitting fabricated documents, or documents which 
have been tampered with, or of making statements which 
are incorrect or false, or suppressing material information, 
or of using or attempting to use unfair means in the 
examination hall or otherwise resorting to any other irre- 
gular or improper means for obtaining admission to the 
examination may, in addition to rendering himself liable 
to a criminal prosecution, be debarred, cither permanently 
or for a specified period:— 

(a) by the Commission from admission to any exami- 
nation or appearance at any interview held bv 
the Commission for selection of candidates; and 

(h) by the Central Government from employment 
' under the Government. 

16. No recommendations except those required in the 
application form will be taken into consideration. Any at- 
tempt on the part of a candidate to obtain support for 
his candidature by any means may disqualify him for 
admission. 

17. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in Appendix 

I. No claim for a refund of this fee will be entertained 
except to Ihe extent stated in that Appendix, nor can it 
be held in reserve for any other examination or selection. 

18. The examination for appointment under these rules 
shall be conducted by the Commission in the manner pres- 
cribed in the regulations which form Appendix II to these 
rules. 

19. After the examination, the Commission shall prepare 
a list of candidates in order of their merit as disclosed by 
the aggregate marks awarded to each candidate at the 
written examination and in that order such candidates, 
upto the number of vacancies available, as qualify in the 
typewriting test and are declared by the Commission in 
their discretion to be suitable for appointment and also 
considered by Government to be suitable in nil respects 
shall lie appointed : 

Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes declared by the Commission 
to be suitable for appointment with due regard to the 
maintenance of efficiency of administration shall be en- 
titled to be appointed to vacancies reserved for members 
of the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes as the case 
may be. 

Note 1,— - Success in the examination confers no right to 
appointment, unless Government are satisfied, after such 
enquiry as may be considered necessary, that the candidate 
is suitable in all respects for appointment to the Service. 

Note 2. — Due consideration will be given to the prefer- 
ences expressed by a candidate at the time of his appli- 
cation (c.f. Col. 20 of the application form) but the Gov- 
ernment of India reserve the right to assign him to any 
Service/post for which he is a candidate. 

Note 3.— The form and manner of communication of the 
result of the examination to individual candidates shall be 
decided by the Commission in their discretion, 

20. The scale of pay for all Services, except Indian 
Foreign Service IB)— Grade VI, is Rs. 110 — 3—131 — 4 — 155— 
FR— 4 — 175 — 5—180. 

The present scale of pay for Indian Foreign Service 
(B) — Grade VI is Rs. 60— 3—81— EB-4— 125— 5— 130 plus 
dearness and other allowances, as admissible under the 
rules, but this is subject to revision. 

APPENDIX I 
Fees 

Candidates seeking admission to the examination must 
pay the following fees: — 

(i) Re. 1/- When asking for application form and con- 
nected documents. This amount should he paid to 
the Commission by Money Orders. Local candi- 
dates, however, may pay cash at the counter. The 


Commission will not accept payment made other- 
wise. 

(ii) Rs. 14.00 (Rs. 2.75 in the case of candidates belong- 
ing to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes) with 
the completed application form. 

This amount should be paid by means of Treasury 
Receipt or CROSSED Indian Postal Orders payable 
to the Secretary, Union Public Service Commis- 
sion, The Commission will not accept payment 
made otherwise. 

2, Once an application has been considered by the Com- 
mission and the decision communicated to the candidate, 
no claim from the candidate for a refund of the fee paid 
by him to the Commission will be entertained nor can this 
fee be held in reserve for any other examination or selec- 
tion, If, however, a candidate is not admitted to the 
examination by the Commission, a refund of Rs, 7.50 
(Rs. 1.87 in the case of candidates belonging to Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes) will be made to him. 

3, The Commission may at their discretion remit the 
prescribed fee where they are satisfied that the applicant 
is a bona fide displaced person from Pakistan and is not 
in a position to pay the prescribed fee. The fee of Re. 1/-, 
however, must 'be paid even by a displaced person when 
asking the Commission for form and this amount will be 
refundable to him, if on receipt of his application his 
claim to be a displaced person is accepted by the Com- 
mission and his fee is remitted.
